cally, and has built up in the course 
of a long lifetime of intense activity 
so vast a business, here and in Eu-

Westinghouse was born in Central 


Bridge, N. Y., Oct. 6, 1846, the son of 
George Westinghous and Emmeline 
Vedder Westinghouse. His father was 
the proprietor of the New York Agri- 
cultural, works, at Schenectady, and 
from almost the age of ten George, 
Jr., was an earnest and eager "work- 
er" In his parent's shops.

behavior, marched in orderly ranks 
from the burning building. 


One hundred other persons,, includ- 


ing the members of the faculty and 
domestics, also made their escape from 
the building. 


The loss to the building is estimat-

injured. 


It was at roll call, made while the 


flames were sweeping through the cor- 
ridors and dormitories, that the brav- 
ery of the girl students was well ex- 
emplified. 


The roll call showed that five sttv 


dents and three members of tlie fac 
ulty were missing. There %as no time- 
to spare, but Miss Olive Davis, direc- 
tor of halls, hurriedly issued orders tc 
the floor monitors. They rushed bacli 
through the smoke and aroused the 
missing eight, all of whom were gotten 
to safety.

It was a sterling tribute to the re 


markable coolness of the girls. Just 
as the head of the line of students 
reached the ground floor of the five 
story building it was , wrapped 
in 


flames. When all were out ranks wert 
broken and the girls, not members o> 
the "fire brigade," watched the de 
strnction of their old college home. 


The college officials gnve the girls 


fire brigade unstinted credit for the 
escape of those In the building. 


Many of the students lost all their- 


valuables.

ONDON, ENGLAND.—On July 15 
a necklace of 61 graduated pearls 
and three separate large pearls, 


•the whole valued at $800,000, were 
etolen from, the malls between Paris 
and London. Six weeks later four 
obscure jewel dealers had been arrest- 
ed on suspicion, and a reward of $50,- 
000 offered. 
But for two months th 


•whereabouts of the stolen necklace 
remained a mystery. 


At nine o'clock on the morning o 


September 16 Augustus Home, a work 
•Ingman, proceeding along a London 
street with his lunch basket and kit 
of tools toward the scene of his daily 
labors, noticed a soiled and battered 
match box on the curb near a lamp- 
post. With a flick of his toe he 
brushed ft into the gutter. Then, with 
an impulse of mild curiosity, he fished 
the box Out of the gutter and opened 
It. A man who had been standing 
near the lamppost turned and walked 
away. 


What Horne saw In the box. so he 


thought, was a string of beads and 
three small marbles. He stuck the 
package carelessly in his pocket and 
•walked on. Coming to the Swan pub- 
lic house, he stepped inside for a 
morning dram. Finishing his drink, 
he produced the dirty match box and 
showed its contents to the bartender, 
explaining: 


"I picked 'em out of the gutter a 


little way back." 


"A string of beads and a few mar- 


bles," said the bartender. "I wouldn't 
give a shilling for the lot." 


"Take 'em for a beer," said Horne.

grains,, the great central pearl of the 
made-up 
necklace alone 
weighing 


nearly 50 grains. 


How did the thieves get their hands 


on that sealed and registered mail 
package? 
How were they able to 


break the seals, open the wooden box 
and the jewel case within it. remove 
the pearls, elaborately substitute cut- 
loaf sugar of exactly the same weight, 
and close and reseal the package with- 
out detection?

caretaker of the premises, who placed 
it in-a. safe used by Mr. Mayer for 
registered mail matter. Three clerks 
arrived a few minutes later, and, at 
8:40, Mr.- Mayer himself. 


The head clerk went immediately to 


the safe and brought to Mr. Mayer his

From the moment of .their arrival in 
London all three were shadowed by 
Scotland Yard detectives, assigned by 
Chief Inspector Ward, at the request 


registered mail, among it the pearl of MT. Price, who remained in Paris. 


ber. a year ago, for Max Mayer, whose 
wholesale Jewelry establishment is at 
88 Hatton Garden, London- Mr. Mayer 
had no particular customer in view 
at that time. Safely and uneventfully 
!t passed in the mails three times be- 
tween London and Paris during the 
winter, as prospective buyers were 
located in one city or the other. 


For this purpose the registered mall 


package is regarded as safer than the 
traveling agent of the jewelry house, 
and Mr. Mayer was satisfied, for a 
specified period to carry a blanket in- 
surance policy of $750,000 to cover 
any losses or jewels thus transported. 


Early in July the famous necklace 


was again in the keeping of Henr! 
Solomons, Mr. Mayer's Paris agent. 
As the Paris agent was about to go 
away on his vacation, Mr. Mayer in- 
structed him to mail tho neoklVce to 
the London house. 
Accordingly on 


the morning of July 15. Mr. Solomons 
personally took the necklace from the 
bank, where it was kept, carried It to 
his home, and there packed and sealed 
It as above described. 
The outer 


wrapping was of blue paper backed 
with linen. This he sealed with wax 
In half a dozen places, stamping each 
neat with the Mayer initials, "M. M." 
He carried the package to the Paris 
postoffice In the Rue de Provence, saw 
5t weighed by a clerk named Louron 
who registered It at a cost of $1.41 to 
Mr, Solomons, and threw It into a 
basket with other registered matter. 


At 7:40 o'clock that evening the 


registered bag bound for London was 


package from Paris, saying: 


"Here is a package from Mr. Solo- [ 


mons, Mr. Mayer." 


"It contains the necklace," said Mr. 


Mayer. "We will take it to the Bank 
of England, and leave it there while 
I am on my vacation." 


The head clerk opened the package, 


and, finding nothing in it but lumps 
of cut-loaf sugar, uttered the exclama- 
tion which was the first announce- 
ment of the greatest pearl robbery on 
record. 


Mr. Mayer at once telephoned to 


Paris for Mr. Solomons. Then he no- 
tified Lloyd's, underwriters of his in- 
surance policy—upon whom the loss 
would fall In case the pearls should 
not be recovered. Lloyd's took charge 
of the case, notifying the London and 
JParis police departments, and Insert- 
ing in the London Times of the next 


. 
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Paid With Marked Money. 


On the afternoon of September 1 


Quadranstein brought four men to the 
obscure hotel where Spanier 
was 


waiting, Spanier being introduced as 
a buyer of gems, .one of the visitors 
took from. his pocket the identical 
stolen necklace, intact, except for the 
diamond clasp, which was missing..

Subject of Cabinet Inquiry. 


The London episode in the history 
of the $S00,000 registered package of 
pearls has been the subject of an in­ 
quiry by the home secretary of the 
British cabinet. 
Following is the re­ 
sult: 


At 8:30 o’clock the same morning 
the postman delivered the package at 
Mr. Mayer’s office. 
It was received 
and receipted for by the responsible 
caretaker of the premises, wrho placed 
it in a safe used by Mr. Mayer for 
registered mail matter. 
Three clerks 
arrived a few minutes later, and, at 
8:40, Mr. Mayer himself. 


The head clerk went immediately to

“Here is a package from Mr. Solo­ 
mons, Mr. Mayer.”

look like taffeta at all, but resemble a 
lusterless satin with a tiny, cordlike 
line. Others are y.ery light in weight, 
ind though known under the generic 
title of "chiffon taffeta," they are much 
pofter and finer tb%n the weaves for- 
merly recognized under this name. 


Crepy Weaves in Demand. 


All of the crepy weaves are very 


much in demand, with crepe.de chine 
and crepe meteor as tbe favorites, 
pqually popular are poplin weaves, the 
failles, bengalines and others of this 
type. And though generally thought 
of as a winter material, moire in the 
light weight will be very smart. The 
moire effect is also produced on cer- 
tain of the satin weaves, and has ta- 
fcen the place of the matelasse designs 
of last spring.

Stockton, Cal., was born 100 years ago 
ln Rhenish, Bavaria. 
At the age of 
twenty-two he bam» to America and 
settled for a time in^New Orleans. 
He next went to Texas, and served in 
a military capacity under Gen. * Sam 
Houston. In 1841 he started for Cali­ 
fornia with a few companions. 
He 
obtained a grant of 48,000 acre» Jn the

ent site of the city of Stockton he first 
j encamped with 100 horses.

•a t his brains with a revolver. 


Professor Peck, who was formerly 
an authority on tne romance languages 
and literature, had been 
living in 
Stamford for some time. 


Peck retired to his room immediate* 
ly after luncheon. His landlady heard 
a shot and upon investigation found 
the educator lying in a pool of blood, 
wihta revolver at his side. 


Profesor Peck had been ill for a con­ 
siderable time. He was forced to re­ 
sign from* the faculty of Columbia on 
account of the Quinn scandal. He was 
subsequently separated from his wife, 
but the latter joined him when he be­ 
came ill. 
Peck embraced Christian 
Science and regained hi;? health, but 
brooded deeply over bis disgrace. 


Miss Quinn, the plaintiff 
in 
the 
breach of promise suit, was a stenog« 
rapher. Shortly after the bringing of 
the suit Dr. Peck filed a voluntary pe­ 
tition in bankruptcy, giving his assets 
as $260. 


In March, 1912, Mias Quinn's suit 
was discharged as insufficient. Later 
she filed an other action. This action 
was pending in court at the time of hi* 
death.

DEFECTS OF GREAT THINKERS 


Ability to Memorize Is Seldom Found 
to Accompany Immense Power 
of Thought. 


Until now it has always been sup­ 
posed that the reason great thinkers 
are so often absent minded was be­ 
cause they are so engrossed with their 
scientific pursuits. 


The real reason, however, seems to 
be an entirely different one. Dr Gus­ 
tav Fisher of Jena invites attention to 
the fact that the world’s greatest 
thinkers, with few exceptions, were 
poor or indifferent pupils in their 
school days, says the New York Amer­ 
ican. The reason for this is that great 
thinkers usually have poor memories. 
It is extremely difficult for* them to 
memorize. 


The difficulty is so pronounced that 
mental arithmetic, aptitude at which 
depend largely on ability to memorize 
the multiplication tables and the re­ 
sults of various additions and subtrac­ 
tions, is an art in which no great 
astronomer has ever been proficient. 
Conversely, prodigies at mental arith­ 
metic are rarely able to do any inde­ 
pendent thinking, even upon common­ 
place subjects. 


Upon his ability to memorize de 
pends what science terms associative 
memory. This is the power to bring 
two subjects quickly into relation 
with each other, making for all those 
qualities which are now usually sum­ 
marized under tho popular term “etfl< 
ciency." 


Judged 
by these standards, 
the 
great thinker is woefully “inefficient.” 
lie cannot remember isolated facta 
quickly, nor can ho remember superfi­ 
cially correlated facts very quickly. 
The joke which the average man and 
woman will understand very quickly 
the great thinker will undgrstand very 
slowly, not because his attention is 
wandering, but because it Is laborious 
work for him .to let his associative 
memory recall Just why the thing 
which is so obviously funny to the 
average minded is out of perspective 
or out of proper proportion, or incon­ 
gruous. 
For, according to Bergson, 
laughter is occasioned only by things 
which aro not In proper relation to 
each other.

mace and cinnamon, a half teaspoon of 
ground cloves and salt to suit the 
taste.

baked will be a good test and one will 
then see what

lacking. 
Always 
serve mince pie warm for if there la 
anything unattractive it is a cold mince 
pie with bits of hard clammy suet 
mixed through it. 


Plum Pudding.—Boil a quart of milk 
and pour it on a quart of baker’« 
bread. 
Let this stand for an hour, 
then stir into it one cupful of brown 
sugar, one cupful of Buet which hat 
been rubbed with a little flour, one 
cupful each of raisins and currants 
and one teaspoonful each of cinnomon, 
cloves, allspice, mace and nutmeg. Beat 
six eggs to a stiff froth and stir in. 
Butter a deep earthen dish and turn In 
the mixture. 
Bake four hours, or 
steam five. 
Serve with a rich sauce. 
Cream two* tablespoonfuls of butt«r 
and powdered sugar and vanilla, add 
a little whipped cream. 


Citron and Nut Cake.—Cream a quar­ 
ter of a pound of butter and & half- 
pound of powdered sugar and the yolk« 
of three eggs beaten, half a cup of 
milk, beat well and add a half pound 
of fiour and two tablespoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder (using pastry flour), add a 
tahlespoonful of vanilla and then fold 
in the whites of the eggs well beaten. 
Cut a quarter of a pound of citron Into 
small bits with the scissors, add a 
quarter of a pound of chopped nuts. 
Bake in a round buttered pan. Cover 
with boiled frosting and decorate with 
pieces of citron cut to resemble mis­ 
tletoe.

of uugar and one and a half teaspoon* 
fuls of baking powder, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful each
